Imb. I am now golng to try to crawl
fn—not that I mind much belng out
on a limb, except that I think the base-
ball public is entitled ta know fully
what happened, Bo I am now going
to add some hitherto untold details to
the general remarks I made on this
case.

{U'nder the lawa of organized baseball
the Glants had an agreement with the
Indlanapolis club of the American As-
soclation some time ago to gmet this
young player for a certaln amount. He
jumped to the Federal League, and 1
discussed the eltuatinn with Ban John-
Eon last winter while the negotintions
for the purchase of the New York
American League club were in progress.

“Why not get Kauft for the Glants
now:' Johnson asked me.

The New York club later received n
letter from Herrmann, chairman of, the
nationa! commission, adviging us to try
to sfgn Kauff., Soon after this cham-
plonship season opened, a friend of
Kauff's wired ma he was a free agent.
This telegram came as a surprise to

me, and before I did anything T showed
it to Mr, Hempstead, the presldent of
the New York club. The wire further
stated that Kauff would like to Join
the Giants,

We next got in touch with Kauff, and,
after that all business wnas done be-
tween Kauff and Mr. Mempstead's at-
torney. We found, from what Kauff
told us, that the voungeter came Lo us
a8 & free agent, as we had been advised,
He had signed a contract with the

to try to slgn Marsans and get him
back when the Cuban leaped right
direct from the ranks of the National
League Into the Feds? Since Kauff
has been declared an undesirable

layer because he left Indianapolls,
ow does he compars with Marsans,
who made the jump direct?

Several seasons ago, Hal Chase
fumped the Yankees and went to the
Const League, which waa then an
outlaw organization, Was he black-
lirted for three yeara?” No, he was
reinstated overnight. For some rea-
son, on which T have not been let in,
they got me out of town to Philalel-
phian, where the Glanta were plaving

at the time, and then gave Kauff
back. Thery made me look bad on
the deal.
